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Historical  Sketch. 


The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Nashville  and  the 
University  of  Tennessee  has  been  formed  by  the  union  of  two  of  the 
oldest  medical  schools  in  the  South.  The  Medical  Department  of 
the  University  of  Nashville  was  organized  October  11,  1850.  It  has 
graduated  nearly  five  thousand  physicians  and  surgeons.  The 
Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Tennessee  was  organized 
in  1876.  It  has  nearly  three  thousand  alumni.  The  two  medical 
schools  were  founded  by  the  same  men,  the  names  of  Drs.  J.  Berrien 
Lindsley,  Paul  F.  Eve,  Sr.,  and  W.  K.  Bowling  being  prominent  in 
the  early  history  of  each. 

The  University  of  Nashville  and  the  University  of  Tennessee  are 
and  have  always  been  sister  institutions.  As  colleges,  they  were 
both  established  by  the  State  of  Tennessee  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  an  Act  of  Congress,  which  granted  to  the  State  two  townships  of 
public  lands,  which  were  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  "the 
establishment  of  two  colleges,  one  in  East  and  one  in  West  Tennes- 
see."  Thus  arose  East  Tennessee  College  and  Cumberland  College, 
each  based  on  a  previous  foundation,  Blount  College  and  Davidson 
Academy,  respectively.  They  have  both  been  always  undenom- 
inational in  character.  It  is  fitting  that  they  should  be  now  united 
in  the  service  of  the  State  and  of  humanity. 


General  Statement. 


The  union  of  the  medical  schools  of  the  Universities  of  Tennessee 
and  of  Nashville  marks  a  great  forward  step  in  the  educational  prog- 
ress of  the  State.  Combining  the  faculties,  the  equipments  and  the 
buildings  of  the  two  schools,  and  with  the  financial  backing  of  both 
universities,  the  department  is  now  far  stronger  than  either  of  the 
component  schools  separately,  and  every  year  will  add  to  its  sub- 
stantial strength  and  development.  It  is  the  avowed  purpose  of  both 
universities  to  cooperate  to  make  a  medical  school  of  the  best 
modern  model.  With  this  object  in  view,  great  stress  will  be  laid 
on  the  splendid  facilities  offered  in  the  fundamental  scientific 
branches,  as  Physics,  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Microscopy, 
Bacteriology,  etc.,  which  will  be  taught  by  trained  specialists  in  per- 
fectly equipped  laboratories.  For  the  clinical  instruction  not  only 
has  the  department  the  freest  access  to  the  public  and  other  hos- 
pitals of  Nashville,  but  in  its  own  hospital,  containing  more  than 
sixty  beds,  unrivalled  advantages  are  offered  the  student  for  that 
practical  bedside  instruction  that  is  recognized  as  absolutely  essen- 
tial at  the  present  time. 
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The  session  of  the  Medical  Department  opens  September  8,  1909, 
and  closes  May  2,  1910.  Prompt  entrance  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session  is  essential  for  the  best  results. 

College  Building. 

The  college  building  was  erected  in  1895.  It  is  located  at  631 
Second  Avenue  South,  in  the  city  of  Nashville.  It  faces  the  beauti- 
ful campus  of  the  Peabody  College  for  Teachers.  It  is  situated  on 
one  of  the  highest  elevations  in  the  city,  and  is  within  two  blocks 
of  the  City  Hospital.  It  has  large,  well  ventilated,  and  perfectly 
lighted  lecture  halls  and  laboratories  on  each  floor,  with  a  museum 
and  general  offices  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  steam-heated  and  lighted 
by  electricity. 

Tennessee  Hospital. 

The  building  at  614  Broadway,  heretofore  occupied  by  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  University  of  Tennessee,  has  been  entirely  reno- 
vated and  converted  into  an  excellent  college  hospital  of  sixty  beds. 
The  outdoor  clinics  and  dispensary  of  the  department  will  also  be 
conducted  at  this  building,  and  the  splendid  surgical  amphitheater 
will  be  retained  for  demonstrations  and  instruction  of  upper  class 
men.  This  hospital  is  very  centrally  located,  and  offers  unequalled 
advantages  for  bedside  study. 

Dispensary  Clinic. 

This  clinic  will  be  drawn  from  the  foreign  settlement  near  by  as 
well  as  from  the  entire  city,  numbering  each  year  many  thousand 
patients.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Clinics  and  the  very 
large  clinical  staff,  the  efficiency  of  the  dispensary  service  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  important  feature  in  practical  instruction,  as  in  the 
past. 

City  Hospital. 

This  beautiful  and  capacious  hospital,  by  State  legislation  places 
its  charity  wards  under  the  joint  care  of  its  medical  superintendent 
and  the  clinical  staff  of  this  Faculty  during  a  part  of  each  scholastic 
year.  This  arrangement  for  several  years  has  provided  our  students 
with  excellent  facilities  for  bedside  instruction.  St.  Thomas  Hospital 
also  supplies  very  valuable  clinics  which  our  students  are  permitted 
to  study. 

Requirements  for  Admission. 

An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  present 
a  certificate  from  a  known  reputable  physician,  testifying  to  his 
moral  character  and  general  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine. 

A  student  entering  upon  the  study  of  a  learned  profession  like 
that  of  medicine  should  have  gotten  a  preliminary  literary  and  scien- 
tific training  at  least  equal  to  that  furnished  by  a  standard  four-year 
high  school.  If  he  has  attended  for  one  or  two  years  at  a  college  of 
good  grade,  so  much  the  better. 
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On  and  after  September  1,  1909,  each  student  applying  for  matric- 
ulation at  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Nashville 
and  University  of  Tennessee  must  present  a  proper  certificate  of 
preparation  from  the  high  school  or  other  preparatory  school  which 
he  has  attended.  This  certificate  must  be  passed  on  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  in 
accordance  with  the  law  of  the  American  Medical  College  Associa- 
tion. If  he  is  not  a  graduate  of  some  literary  or  scientific  institution 
of  good  standing,  or  does  not  have  a  proper  certificate  from  some 
recognized  high  school,  he  may  present  a  certificate  from  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  Tennessee,  or  of  any  other 
State,  showing  that  he  has  been  regularly  examined  and  has  an  edu- 
cation equivalent  to  that  of  a  high  school  graduate. 

The  State  Superintendent  at  Nashville  will  hold  an  examination 
about  November  1st  for  the  benefit  of  applicants  who  may  not 
have  filed  their  entrance  credentials  previously.  Such  students  may 
attend  lectures  until  the  date  of  said  examination  pending  the  issu- 
ance of  their  medical  students'  certificates  by  the  Superintendent, 
but  wherever  possible,  the  student  is  urged  to  present  his  credentials 
on  coming  to  the  college. 

Advanced  Standing. 

A  student  having  attended  one  or  more  courses  in  any  other 
accredited  medical  college  is  admitted  to  the  succeeding  course  in 
this  institution  (1)  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  attendance 
and  passes  for  the  courses  so  taken;  (2)  or  by  passing  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  studies  upon  which  he  does  not  hold  a  certificate 
of  passes;  (3)  wherever  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  the  courses 
taken  elsewhere  and  the  corresponding  course  for  which  he  desires 
credit  in  this  college,  he  will  be  allowed  time  to  prepare  for  examina- 
tion on  back  work.  Unconditional  admission  to  the  third  year  is 
allowed  upon  satisfactory  credentials  for  two  years'  attendance  and 
for  passes  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and 
Therapeutics  and  Bacteriology.

First  Year. 

Anatomy — Three  hours  recitation,  ten  hours  dissecting,  and  one 
hour  quiz  per  week. 

Embryology  and  Histology — Combined  laboratory  and  lecture 
course,  six  hours  per  week. 

Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy — Three  hours  recitation  and  one 
hour  laboratory  per  week.

Hygiene  and  Public  Health — One  or  more  lectures  per  week. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging — One  hour  per  week  with  labora- 
tory and  clinics.' 

Principles  of  Surgery  and  Orthopedic  Surgery — One  lecture  and 
one  or  more  clinics  per  week. 

Pathology — Three  lectures  and  six  hours  laboratory  per  week. 
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Physical  Diagnosis — Two  lectures  and  one  or  more  clinics  per 
week. 

Operative  Surgery — One  lecture,  one  hour  laboratory,  and  one  or 
more  clinics  per  week. 

Rectal  Diseases — One  lecture  and  one  or  more  clinics  per  week. 

Junior  students  are  also  required  to  attend  lectures  and  clinics  on 
Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics  which  do  not  conflict  with  their 
schedule. 

Fourth  Year. 

Abdominal  Surgery  and  Gynecology — Three  lectures  and  two  or 
more  clinics  per  week. 

Dermatology — One  lecture  and  one  or  more  clinics  per  week. 
Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat — Two  lectures  and  two  or  more  clinics 

per  week. 

Electro-Therapeutics  and  Radiography — One  lecture  and  one  or 
more  clinics  per  week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology — One  or  more  lectures  per 
week. 

Medicine — Six  lectures  and  three  or  more  clinics  per  week. 
Mental  Diseases — One  lecture  per  week. 

Obstetrics — Three  to  four  lectures  with  demonstrations  and 
clinics  per  week. 

Diseases  of  Children — Two  lectures  and  one  or  more  clinics  per 
week. 

Principles  of  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery — Three  or  more 
lectures,  one  quiz,  and  three  or  more  clinics  per  week. 

Examinations. 

Oral  examinations  and  reviews  are  held  weekly  to  test  the 
progress  of  the  student.  Mid-term  examinations  are  held  at  the 
option  of  each  professor  or  instructor,  and  the  results  count  in  the 
finals.  At  the  close  of  the  session  the  written  examinations  are  on 
the  following  subjects: 

First  Year — Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Embryology,  Histology,  Materia 
Medica,  and  Pharmacy  and  Physiology. 

Second  Year — Anatomy,  Bacteriology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics  and  Physiology. 

Third  Year — Clinical  Microscopy,  Gynecology,  Hygiene,  Minor 
Surgery,  Operative  Surgery,  Orthopedic  Surgery,  Pathology,  Phys- 
ical Diagnosis,  Rectal  Diseases,  and  Venereal  Diseases. 

Fourth  Year — Abdominal  Surgery,  Dermatology,  Eye,  Ear,  Nose, 
and  Throat,  Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Children,  and  Surgery. 

Fourth  Year  examinations  are  both  written  and  oral,  (a)  Stu- 
dents having  attended  the  prescribed  courses  of  lectures  on  the 
subjects  of  the  first  three  years  in  some  other  recognized  medical 
school,  and  who  present  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have  passed 
the  examinations  in  said  schools  on  these  subjects  will  be  admitted 
to  the  fourth-year  course  without  further  examinations.  Students 
thus  exempted  will  be  allowed  only  a  pass  standing,  (b)  If  they  wish 
to  compete  for  honors,  they  may  take  all  the  examinations  in  order 
to  substitute  percentage  credits  for  the  pass  credits.  To  obtain  a 
place  on  the  honor  roll,  an  average  of  eighty-five  per  cent  on  all 
examinations  is  necessary. 
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The  passing  grade  is  75  per  cent.  A  student  failing  to  make 
the  required  grade  on  more  than  two  subjects  in  any  year  shall  be 
required  to  do  the  work  of  that  year  the  following  session. 

Qualifications  for  Graduation. 

The  candidate  for  graduation  must  not  be  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  of  good  moral  character.  He  must  have  completed  four 
full  courses  of  lectures  in  four  separate  years,  the  last  year  in  this 
school. 

The  rules  of  the  Americal  Medical  College  Association  require 
that  the  standard  course  of  four  years  shall  consist  of  4,100  hours, 
divided  into  the  subjects  as  shown  in  the  following  table,  and  no 
college  shall  be  recognized  that  falls  below  this  standard  over  twenty 
per  cent  in  any  one  branch  or  over  ten  per  cent  in  the  total.  In 
according  credit  for  advanced  standing  for  courses  taken  in  other 
colleges,  laboratory  or  clinic  hours  may  be  substituted  for  didactic 
hours.

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Methods  of  Instruction. 


ANATOMY. 

PROFESSOR  HUDSON  (Sophomore  Anatomy). 
PROFESSOR  SHARBER  (Surgical  and  Visceral  Anatomy). 
PROFESSOR  SANDERS  (Freshman  Anatomy). 
DR.  GALLAGHER  (Demonstrator  of  Anatomy). 

Lectures.  The  course  of  instruction  in  this  branch  will  consist 
of  both  lectures  and  recitations,  and,  in  addition,  there  will  be  fre- 
quent quizzes  by  the  Professor  and  his  assistants. 

Each  student  is,  first  of  all,  made  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
framework  of  the  body  by  receiving  a  thorough  drill  in  osteology. 
Each  bone  of  the  body  is  studied  in  all  its  details  and  relations.  An 
ample  osteological  collection  permits  each  student  to  become  prac- 
tically familiar  with  all  parts  of  the  human  skeleton.  An  unmounted 
skeleton  inclosed  in  a  substantial  case  is  loaned  to  each  student  who 
desires  to  use  it.  A  course  of  dissection  is  then  entered  upon,  during 
which  the  student  must  carefully  and  intelligently  dissect  every  part 
of  the  body,  under  the  direction  of  a  demonstrator,  studying  the 
origin,  insertion,  and  action  of  the  various  muscles,  the  course  and 
distribution  of  the  blood  vessels  and  nerves,  and  the  size,  shape, 
position,  and  structure  of  the  visceral  organs.  The  lectures  are 
illustrated  by  views  from  the  reflectoscope  showing  specimens  in 
their  true  colors. 

In  the  third  year  the  subject  of  Regional  Anatomy,  medical  and 
surgical,  is  introduced.  In  this  course,  consisting  of  one  lecture  and 
recitation  per  week,  the  student  is  taught  to  outline  on  the  surface 
of  the  body  all  the  important  underlying  structures.  The  surface 
relations  of  the  larger  vessels  and  abdominal  and  thoracic  viscera 
and  cranio-cerebral  topography  are  carefully  studied,  the  effort  being 
made  to  drill  the  student  so  thoroughly  in  surface  anatomy  as  to 
enable  him  to  turn  his  knowledge  of  general  anatomy  to  practical 
use  in  diagnosis  and  operative  procedures. 

Laboratory.  The  large,  well-appointed  dissecting  room  occupies 
the  entire  fourth  floor  of  the  college  building.  The  arrangements 
for  heating  and  ventilation  are  of  the  most  approved  pattern,  and 
large  windows  on  three  sides  and  two  large  skylights  admit  an 
abundance  of  natural  light.  The  room  is  fitted  with  wash  basins 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  The  dissecting  tables  have  tops 
of  solid  glass,  supported  by  substantial  iron  frames  of  convenient 
height,  and  are  so  constructed  as  to  promote  drainage.  This  Labora- 
tory is  so  conducted  as  to  make  dissecting  pleasant  and  interesting 
from  the  start  and  with  surroundings  in  no  sense  repulsive  to  begin- 
ners, as  many  dissecting  rooms  are,  because  of  foul  odors  from 
poorly  preserved  material. 

No  effort  will  be  spared  to  make  the  work  of  this  department  of 
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the  greatest  practical  value  to  the  student.  Each  one  will  be  pro- 
vided with  a  card  listing  the  structures  contained  in  the  part  assigned 
to  him,  and  will  be  required  to  demonstrate  those  parts  by  dissection 
and  to  recite  upon  them.  The  work  will  be  done  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  demonstrator  and  his  efficient  assistants.  Classes 
will  be  composed  entirely  of  first-year  students  or  entirely  of  second- 
year  students.  Material  properly  preserved  is  provided  without 
extra  cost  to  the  student. 

As  is  shown  in  the  Daily  Program,  all  of  the  dissecting  is  done 
in  the  afternoon,  thereby  giving  great  advantage  in  seeing  the  tissues 
and  parts  by  natural  light,  and  leaving  the  nights  for  study. 


HISTOLOGY  AND  EMBRYOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  EVANS. 
DOCTOR  GRIFFIN.       DOCTOR  SCHELL. 

The  course  will  embrace  the  preparation,  fixation,  hardening, 
embedding,  cutting,  staining,  and  mounting  of  the  general  tissues 
and  important  organs  and  viscera,  followed  by  their  careful  study 
under  the  microscope.  Students  are  required  to  make  careful  study 
of  permanent  mounted  specimens  and  make  free-hand  color-sketches 
of  the  structures  studied.  The  apparatus  includes  everything  the 
course  demands,  modern  microscopes,  microtomes  of  domestic  and 
foreign  patterns,  freezing  microtomes,  paraffin  embedding  baths, 
injecting  apparatus,  etc. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  stain  and  mount  permanently  a 
representative  of  every  tissue  and  organ  of  the  human  body. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  the  various  specimens,  as  they 
are  taken  up,  are  demonstrated  upon  the  screen  by  means  of  the 
projection  microscope. 

At  the  end  of  this  course  written  and  practical  final  examinations 
are  held. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

PROFESSOR  BLAKE. 
PROFESSOR  DUNN. 
MR.  NEIL  (Demonstrator  of  Pharmacy). 

The  teaching  of  this  important  branch  will  extend  over  the  three 
first  years,  and  will  consist  of  didactic  instruction,  laboratory  demon- 
stration, with  individual  work,  frequent  recitation,  and  prescription 
writing. 

First  Year. — The  lectures  will  be  confined  to  elementary  phar- 
macy, fundamentals  of  materia  medica,  to  be  followed  by  a  study  of 
individual  remedies,  in  which  the  name,  origin,  history,  character, 
preparations,  and  doses  will  be  given  such  consideration  as  each 
particular  drug  may  require.  This  study  will  be  taken  up  and  pur- 
sued under  the  order  of  "physiological  classification,"  but  it  is  not 
contemplated  that  the  entire  vast  domain  of  materia  medica  will  be 
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considered — only  a  selection  from  each  class  of  the  more  important 
old  and  newer  remedies. 

Second  Year. — A  passing  review  of  the  preceding  work,  with  a 
full  study  of  physiological  action  of  drugs  and  reference  to  thera- 
peutic use.  In  both  first  and  second  years  personal  work  in  the  com- 
pounding of  the  various  pharmaceutical  preparations  will  be  required 
in  the  laboratory,  and  impromptu  prescription  writing  on  blackboard 
in  class. 

Third  Year. — The  application  of  the  remedy  to  the  treatment  of 
diseases — practical  therapeutics. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

PROFESSOR  HINDS  (Soph.). 
PROFESSOR  WARD  (Fresh.  Chem.  and  Demonstrator  Laboratory). 

From  three  to  four  lectures  per  week  are  given  upon  this  very 
important  branch,  and  the  classes  are  so  divided  that  the  course 
extends  over  two  sessions.  A  very  complete  laboratory  course  is 
given  in  connection  with  this  study,  embracing  chemical  manipula- 
tion; the  study  of  the  more  important  elements  and  their  com- 
pounds; of  typical  animal  and  vegetable  substances — such  as  the 
carbohydrates,  the  fats,  and  the  proteids;  of  inorganic  matters  of 
importance — including  acids,  bases,  and  salts;  of  the  properties  of 
milk,  blood,  and  bile;  of  distillation;  of  fermentation;  of  artificial 
digestion,  etc.  Special  attention  is  given  to  urinary  analysis.  Each 
student  has  a  miniature  laboratory,  with  all  the  paraphernalia  for 
practical  and  scientific  work. 


Physiology. 

PROFESSOR  KELLER. 
DOCTOR  BROOKS  (Assistant  in  Laboratory). 

Lectures.  Instruction  in  this  most  important  elementary  branch 
is  based  upon  its  practical  relation  to  other  departments  of  medicine. 
A  consideration  of  the  physiological  anatomy  of  the  various  organs 
of  the  body  will  naturally  precede  the  study  of  their  functions.  The 
subjects  treated  of  will  be  fully  demonstrated  by  vivisection  and 
illustrated  by  appropriate  charts,  models,  apparatus,  and  views  from 
the  reflectoscope  and  stereopticon.  The  course  will  commence  with 
a  brief  consideration  of  the  histological  structure  of  the  body, 
advancing  step  by  step  from  cell  life  to  the  nervous  system,  after 
which  will  follow  a  careful  study  of  Physiological  Chemistry.  Then 
Foods,  Digestion,  Blood,  Circulation,  Respiration,  Secretion,  Animal 
Heat,  Nerve  and  Muscle,  will  be  studied  in  turn ;  and  the  course  will 
close  with  a  consideration  of  the  Central  Nervous  System  and  Spe- 
cial Sense  Organs. 

Laboratory.  To  supplement  and  illustrate  the  work  done  in 
lectures  and  recitations  in  Physiology,  a  laboratory  course  will  be 
given  to  all  sophomores.  This  course  embraces  work  done  upon  liv- 
ing tissues,  demonstrating  the  essential  facts  taught  in  the  lecture 
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hall.  Work  is  given  on  the  Circulation,  Respiration,  Digestion, 
Muscle  and  Nerve  activity,  and  the  various  secretions  of  the  body. 
As  in  all  the  other  work  in  the  college,  no  pains  will  be  spared  to 
make  this  course  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possible. 


PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  EVANS  (Lecturer  and  Director  of  Laboratories). 
DOCTOR    GRIFFIN   (Assistant  in  Laboratories). 

The  work  in  these  departments  consist  of  lectures,  recitations, 
and  laboratory  demonstrations,  embracing  gross  and  microscopic 
pathology,  and  bacteriology. 

Pathology.  Each  student  prepares,  mounts,  and  studies  speci- 
mens, illustrating  the  various  lesions  of  human  tissues.  Demon- 
strations are  also  made  in  gross  pathology  from  prepared  specimens. 

Bacteriology.  The  methods  of  preparing  culture  media,  the  prin- 
ciples of  sterilization  and  disinfection  are  taught  as  well  as  the 
methods  of  cultivating,  staining  and  identifying  the  more  important 
bacteria.  Infection  and  immunity  are  thoroughly  considered  in  their 
relation  to  curative  and  preventive  medicine.  Special  attention  is 
paid  to  points  valuable  in  diagnosis,  such  as  examinations  for  tuber- 
culosis, gonorrhea,  and  diphtheria,  and  examinations  of  urine,  pus, 
blood,  etc. 

The  laboratory  is  very  complete,  each  student  having  a  micro- 
scope for  his  individual  use. 

Laboratory  of  Clinical  Microscopy. 
PROFESSOR  EVANS.  DOCTOR  GRIFFIN. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  modern  clinical  methods  being  deemed 
absolutely  essential  to  efficiency  of  the  general  practitioner,  a  sepa- 
rate course  in  clinical  microscopy  has  been  added.  The  student  is 
shown  and  compelled  to  perform  for  himself  all  those  clinical  tests 
so  necessary  for  thorough  examination  of  a  patient  that  can  be  per- 
formed by  the  general  practitioner  in  his  own  laboratory.  Special 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  examinations  in  those  diseases  which  are 
prevalent  in  the  South. 

Each  student  is  fully  equipped  with  microscope  with  oil  immer- 
sion lens,  besides  all  other  apparatus  necessary  for  carrying  on  clin- 
ical tests,  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  course  he  has  acquired  a  thorough 
working  familiarity  with  all  the  tests  that  he  may  find  need  for  later 
in  his  practice. 

At  the  end  of  the  course  a  practical  written  and  oral  examination 
is  held. 


GEN ITO-URI NARY  AND  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

PROFESSOR  BROMBERG. 

The  growing  demand  for  specialists  in  the  profession  has  led  this 
institution  to  spare  no  measures  in  this  directon.    The  professor  in 
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this  course  of  instruction  will  go  into  every  detail  calculated  to  lay  a 
thorough  foundation  on  this  important  subject.  To  this  end  the 
uses  of  the  endoscope  and  cystoscope  are  shown  upon  the  living 
subject;  and  every  variety  of  clinics,  exhibiting  the  various  forms 
of  syphilis,  chancroids,  gonorrhea,  etc.,  is  presented  for  ocular 
inspection,  diagnosis  and  treatment  by  the  student. 

Ample  opportunity  will  be  given  to  familiarize  each  student  with 
the  use  of  the  cystoscope  by  demonstration  upon  the  phantom  blad- 
der and  practice  upon  the  difficult  feat  of  ureteral  catheterization. 


PRACTICE  AND  OPERATIVE  SURGERY. 

PROFESSOR  CALDWELL. 

Lectures.  The  Operative  Surgery  course  consists  of  lectures  and 
recitations,  supplemented  by  daily  laboratory  exercises,  in  which  the 
student  acquires  a  practical  familiarity  with  operative  procedures. 
The  lecture  course  is  introduced  by  a  consideration  of  the  general 
principles  of  operative  work,  asepsis,  sterilization,  preparation  of 
materials,  selection  and  preparation  of  instruments,  and  selection 
and  administration  of  anaesthetics.  When  the  student  has  become 
familiar  with  these  preliminaries,  the  various  major  and  minor 
surgical  operations  are  taken  up  one  by  one  and  described  in  detail. 
After  each  step  in  the  operation  has  been  carefully  explained  by 
the  instructor,  the  student  is  required  to  perform  the  operation  upon 
the  cadaver. 

Laboratory.  The  classes  will  be  divided  into  small  sections,  the 
members  of  which  will  be  required  to  undergo  a  thorough  practical 
training  in  operative  method  and  technic  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Director.  An  abundance  of  equipment  and  laboratory  material 
makes  it  possible  to  offer  a  broad  course  of  study  in  Minor  Surgery, 
including  bandaging,  surgical  dressings  and  appliances,  the  prin- 
ciples of  asepsis  and  antisepsis,  suturing,  and  the  use  of  surgical 
instruments,  and  in  Operative  Surgery,  including  resections, 
excisions,  amputations,  and  major  operations,  together  with  prac- 
tical study  of  fractures  and  dislocations  upon  the  cadaver. 


PHYSICAL  DIAGNOSIS. 

PROFESSOR  OUGHTBRSON. 

A  lecture  course  illustrated  by  clinical  work.  The  student  is 
taught  systematic  methods  of  examination  of  patients.  In  this 
subject  he  must  realize  that  his  anatomy  and  physiology  begin  to  have 
a  very  real  significance  as  he  reasons  his  way  through  apparently 
conflicting  symptoms  to  a  correct  diagnosis.  Here  the  student 
should  begin  to  evince  a  marked  enthusiasm  in  his  medical  study,  if 
his  fundamental  work  has  already  been  so  thoroughly  mastered  as 
to  present  no  handicap.  He  must  now  think  in  terms  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  science. 
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ABDOMINAL  SURGERY  AND  CLINICAL  SURGERY  AND 
GYNECOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  HAGGARD  (Abdominal  and  Clinical). 
PROFESSOR  COWDEN  (Senior  Gynecology). 
PROFESSOR  TIGERT  (Junior  Gynecology). 

The  instruction  in  this  interesting  and  important  subject  consists 
of  three  didactic  lectures  each  week  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years. 
The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  drawings,  stereopticon  illustrations, 
and  typical  pathological  specimens  of  the  various  diseased  conditions 
and  new  growths  of  the  generative  organs. 

A  weekly  clinic  is  held  in  the  surgical  amphitheater,  in  which  all 
important  abdominal  and  pelvic  operations  are  demonstrated;  and 
each  student  is  required  to  make  vaginal  and  pelvic  examinations 
and  diagnoses. 

DERMATOLOGY. 

(Chair  to  be  filled.) 

A  recitative  course  illustrated  by  numerous  clinics  during  the 
year.  Very  accurate  imported  plates  are  shown  by  reflectoscope 
presenting  the  views  in  true  colors. 


EYE,  EAR,  NOSE,  AND  THROAT  DISEASES. 

PROFESSOR  WOOD. 
DR.  LEE.  DR.  ROBERTS. 

This  instruction  extends  over  two  courses  of  lectures,  embracing 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  Students  are  taught  the  various  appa- 
ratus used  in  examination  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  and  are 
expected  to  demonstrate,  the  same  clinically  upon  cases  which  are 
presented  to  them.  With  a  view  of  making  expert  specialists,  the 
professor  and  his  assistants  spend  extra  time  in  the  College  Free 
Dispensary,  and  classes  of  eight  students  each  are  drilled  in  detail 
work.  In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  in  this  department  the 
material,  which  is  varied  and  abundant,  is  drawn  from  the  hospital, 
from  the  free  dispensary,  and  from  a  large  number  of  outdoor 
patients  who  are  under  the  care  of  the  professor.  A  clinic  will  be 
held  by  this  department  at  the  City  Hospital  on  Wednesday  of  each 
week  and  in  the  surgical  amphitheater  one  afternoon  a  week. 


MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE. 

PROFESSOR  BONNER. 

In  this  department  the  student  is  instructed  in  the  principles  of 
law  as  applied  to  medicine,  and  is  so  thoroughly  equipped  as  to 
prove  a  competent  witness  when  summoned  in  courts  of  law. 
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PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE  AND  CLINICAL  MEDICINE. 

PROFESSOR  McCAMPBELL. 

PROFESSOR  BRUSH. 
PROFESSOR  PADGETT  (Nervous  and  Mental  and  Clinical). 
PROFESSOR  OUGHTERSON  (Physical  Diagnosis  and  Clinical). 
DOCTOR  BROWN  (Assistant  in  Nervous  and  Mental). 

The  didactic  course  in  this  department  will  consist  of  lectures 
and  quizzes  at  the  college,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  very  rare 
affections,  all  the  important  internal  diseases  belonging  to  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  proper  will,  as  far  as  possible,  be  discussed  in  one 
course  of  lectures.  Especial  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  dis- 
eases prevalent  in  the  South,  and  their  peculiarities  will  be  impressed 
upon  the  student. 

The  special  pathology  of  each  disease,  and  the  part  it  plays  in 
the  production  of  symptoms,  will  be  explained  and  illustrated  by  the 
large  collection  of  casts  and  marked  preparations  in  the  College 
Museum  and  by  fresh  specimens  obtained  from  autopsies.  Clinics 
will  be  held  once  a  week  at  the  City  Hospital  and  once  a  week  at  the 
college,  and  in  these  the  instruction  will  be  eminently  practical, 
each  student  having  the  opportunity  to  examine  patients  and  famil- 
iarize himself  with  the  methods  of  physical  examination  and  the 
various  objective  signs  presented  by  disease. 

In  addition,  bedside  clinics  will  be  held  daily  at  the  College 
Hospital,  Free  Dispensary,  and  at  the  City  Hospital  for  several 
months  of  the  course  under  skillful  supervision,  where  students  will 
receive  personal  instruction  in  Physical  Diagnosis  and  the  writing  of 
case  histories.  They  will  be  required,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
physicians  in  charge,  to  systematically  examine,  diagnose,  and  treat 
numerous  cases,  thereby  calling  into  use  the  various  clinical  tests, 
as  blood  and  sputum  examinations,  urinalysis,  Widal  serum  test,  etc., 
having  ample  opportunity  to  observe  the  progress  of  the  different 
cases  under  proper  treatment. 

OBSTETRICS  AND  CLINICAL  MIDWIFERY. 

PROFESSOR  TUCKER. 
PROFESSOR  TRAWICK. 

The  instruction  in  this  branch  is  given  to  Junior  and  Senior  stu- 
dents. A  special  course  of  embryology  is  first  taken  up;  and  the 
students'  attention  is  called  to  the  formation  of  the  reproductive 
elements — the  fecundation  of  the  ovum,  the  formation  of  the  germ- 
inal layer,  etc. — and,  lastly,  to  the  development  of  the  organs  and 
tissues  of  the  body.  The  mechanism  of  labor  is  fully  and  clearly 
demonstrated,  and  the  management  of  the  puerperium  minutely 
taught.  From  three  to  four  lectures,  interspersed  with  clinics,  are 
given  each  week.  These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  the  use  of  the 
Budin  &  Pinard  manikin  (recently  imported  from  Paris),  charts, 
and  the  living  subject.  The  College  has  a  lying-in  department  con- 
nected with  it,  and  deliveries  are  thus  effected  in  the  presence  of 
the  class. 
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As  many  advanced  students  as  possible  have  one  or  more  cases 
of  midwifery  allotted  to  their  exclusive  care,  with  the  privilege  of 
summoning  the  professor  or  his  assistant  to  their  aid  should  diffi- 
culty arise. 

PAEDIATRICS. 

PROFESSOR  HIBBITT. 
PROFESSOR  BLOOMSTEIN. 

The  course  in  Diseases  of  Children  consists  of  two  lectures  and 
one  or  more  clinics  per  week  for  the  Senior  class.  The  field  includes 
a  discussion  of  the  hygiene  and  dietetics  applicable  to  infancy  and 
childhood,  artificial  foods,  and  the  many  diseases  to  which  childhood 
is  heir. 

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE   OF  SURGERY  AND  CLINICAL 

SURGERY. 

PROFESSOR  BROWER. 
PROFESSOR  BROMBERG  (Genito-Urinary  and  Venereal). 
PROFESSOR  CALDWELL  (Practice  and  Operative). 
PROFESSOR  POLLARD  (Principles). 

Viewing  the  great  importance  of  this  department,  the  Faculty  has 
seen  fit  to  divide  the  chair  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  every  advan- 
tage to  both  the  Junior  and  Senior  students.  In  accomplishing  this 
purpose,  in  the  lecture  room  and  the  clinic,  in  the  laboratory  and  at 
the  bedside,  no  pains  are  spared,  no  means  neglected,  to  teach  the 
student  its  every  detail.  Recitations  and  quizzes  form  a  part  of  the 
plan  of  teaching,  and  every  step  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  operat- 
ive and  nonoperative,  is  thoroughly  and  clearly  explained;  and  the 
student  is  taught  to  fit  his  treatment  to  the  needs  of  the  individual 
case. 

Senior  students  are  required  to  examine  cases,  to  make  diagnoses, 
to  assist  in  operations,  and  to  undertake  the  post-operative  treatment 
of  cases  under  the  supervision  of  the  professor  or  his  assistant. 
Practical  instruction  in  anaesthesia  is  also  given. 

MEDAL. 

At  the  commencement,  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  Faculty 
Medal,  will  be  awarded  to  the  member  of  the  graduating  class  who 
makes  the  highest  general  average  in  all  the  four  years'  course.
